Those who 
have never had a Social Security num- 
ber will be required to fill out the same 
form in order to obtain their initial So- 
cial Security cards.

Wilson as to whether any such reduction 
is contemplated. 

No immediate reply was forthcoming 
from the Pentagon, but at Hamilton, 





Ohio, Deputy Secretary of Defense Reu- 
ben B. Robertson, jr., declared that the 
great weight which the present defense 
program puts upon modern weapons 
should “eventually reduce our require- 
ments for manpower.” 

Speaking at a luncheon in Hamilton, 
Secretary Robertson said increasing de-

“Even if you do not plan a military 
career,” the pamphlet will tell active 
duty Servicemen, “you and your depend- 
ents will enjoy broader protection under 
these new laws while you remain in 
service. Moreover, some of the protection 
you build up in service will carry over 
when you go back to civilian life.” 

The publication will note, “if you do 
plan a military career, you are now as- 
sured of lifelong protection for you and 
your dependents. Freed of worry about 
financial security, you can look to the 
future with renewed confidence!”

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Seaplane Refuels Four 


Four Navy jet fighter planes have been 
refueled simultaneously in flight off the 
Southern California Coast by a Convair 
R3Y-2 Tradewind, the world’s first sea- 
plane tanker capable of multiple re- 
fuelin_ 

The fighters were refueled in less than 
five minutes from the R3Y’s own wing 
tanks which carry enough fuel to service 
eight fighter planes. The four-engine 
turboprop is a dual purpose airplane— 
transport and tanker. It is one of a fleet 
of 11 built at San Diego for the Navy 
by Convair, a Division of General Dy- 
namics Corporation. Several of the high- 
speed seaplanes have already been de- 
livered to the Navy. 

Aircraft refueled were four Grumman 
F-9F-8 Cougar jet fighters from VF-123 
Squadron based at the Miramar Naval 
Air Station. The fighters rendezvoused 
with the R3Y-2 off La Jolla, Calif. Re- 
fueling took place at 10.000 feet altitude 
and 10 miles off the coast.

Gen. Hale said the Air Force order 
also directed AACS to draft plans for 
extending standard flight service, cur- 
rently conducted exclusively in the con- 
tinental U. S. by out-going Flight Serv- 
ice, to all overseas airlanes travelled by 
military aircraft. 

He noted, however, this was a relative- 


' ly long-range undertaking to come after 
' AACS has gained “operational experi- 
ence in performing the Flight Service 


function” at home, and has coordinated 
the program with overseas commands. 
AACS already provides a limited flight 
service for American aircraft in the Far 
East and Northeast Air Commands while, 
elsewhere overseas, individual commands 
maintain their own versions. 

This service is standardized in the U. S. 
to furnish the following aids to air op- 
erations at an estimated $36,500,000 an- 





nual saving in aircraft, personnel and 
flight time: 

Aiding distressed aircraft as “control 
agency and evaluation center” for direc- 
tion-finding nets already operated by 
AACS; conducting “communications 
searches for overdue aircraft;” provid- 
ing inflight advisory service (weather re- 
ports, air navigation hazard warnings, 
etc.) on request; disseminating air raid 
warnings; selecting arfields for emergen- 
cy use; processing violations of CAA fly- 
ing regulations; providing safety and air 
regulation lectures for military pilots; 
preparing joint hurricane evacuation 
plans and coordinating evacuation; pro- 
viding flight clearance under certain con- 
dition; handling aircraft movement mes- 
sages and flight plans; and monitoring 
inflight position reports. 

Meanwhile, AACS was ready for merg- 
er day with plans to redesignate the pres- 
ent Flight Service headquarters at Or- 
lando AFB, Fla., as the 1825th AACS 
Group (Flight Service) with no change 
in its mission. It will report to the 1800th 
AACS Wing, parent of all AACS organ- 
izations in the U. S. 

Gen. Hale said Lt. Col. Roscoe B. Black- 
ledge, USAF, current FS commander, will 
remain head of the activity. 

As integration approached, Flight 
Service headquarters announced from 
Orlando that USAF had approved con- 
solidation of its Hamilton and March 
AFB units at an estimated half-million 
dollar annual saving in operating costs. 
It said: 

The report also said the service centers 
at Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio, and 
Lowry AFB, Colo., may be merged into 
one huge center to be located “at a USAF 
base near the center of this huge area.”

Brig. Gen. Berkeley Sees “Critical” Re-Up 
Problem; Strives To Avert Draft Call 


Brig. Gen. James P. Berkeley, USMC, 
Assistant Chief of Staff, G-1, has ex- 
pressed confidence that the Marine Corps 
will attain its authorized fiscal Year 1957 
end-strength of 205,735 without resorting 
to the draft. 

Of this number, 
the Corps will 
have an enlisted 
requirement for 
187,585 at the end 
of June 1957. (Pre- 
liminary 
figures show an 
approximate EM 
strength of 183,000 
at the end of 
July 1956). 

In order to 
reach the 187,585 
figure, the Corps 
will be required to 
enlist or reenlist 
about 66,000 men 
during the final 
three quarters of FY ’57. 


THE MANPOWER COORDINATOR 
frankly admitted that the Corps has 
reached “a critical period in which man- 
power losses will be heavy.” 

He noted that large number of three- 
year men who entered the Corps during 
the final phase of the Korean War soon 
will be eligible for discharges. Substantial 
numbers of these men must be reenlisted 
or the Marine Corps will be forced to 
hire new people, he said. 

On the bright side of the picture, how- 
ever, General Berkeley noted that the 
Corps is ahead of its goal to reenlist 28 
per cent of the men on active duty this 
fiscal year. 

As an indication that the Leatherneck 
manpower program has made recent 
progress, the General told THE JOURNAL 
that personnel planners set a reenlist- 
ment and recruiting figure of 102,850 for 
the end of Fiscal Year 1956. The total 
authorized end strength at that time, in- 
cluding officers, was 201,000. By 30 June 
1956, the Corps had overshot its goal by 
121, enlisting and recruiting 102,971 men. 

In addition, he said that in June 1956, 
the Corps experienced the largest re- 
cruit input of any previous month in re- 
cent history. 

THE INCREASED JUNE INPUT fol- 
lowed an April slump. It was in April 
that the tragedy at Ribbon Creek, MCRD 
Parris Island, S. C., occurred. Asked if 
the deaths of recruits at Ribbon Creek— 
the story made Nation-wide headlines— 
had an adverse effect on recruiting, Gen- 
eral Berkeley expressed the opinion that 
the incident was only one of three factors 
which caused the low enlistment rate 
during that month. Just prior to the Rib-

bon Creek deaths, the Corps raised its 
entrance standards. In addition, a review 
of past enlistment records, shows that 
April is traditionally a poor recruiting 
month. The General said that there were 
isolated cases of families who placed 
calls voicing opposition to the Corps’ 
training system. On the other hand, he 
stated, there were cases of men who, 
upon enlisting, expressed a desire to be 
trained at Parris Island, rather than at 
the San Diego, Calif., training depot. 

The Manpower Coordinator also re- 
vealed that a small percentage of six- 
month trainees are shipping into the 
Regular Marine Corps. Out of an early 
group of 500, for example, 45 signed up 
for duty in the Regular Corps. 

When the Marine Corps end strength 
was raised from 201,000 to 205,000, Head- 
quarters rushed 300 additional recruiters 
into stations throughout the country, 
eeineing the Recruiting Service up to 
1,380. This force is backed up by 201 ad- 
ministrative billets. The efforts of this 
force, as noted above, began to show divi- 
dents in June 1956. 

IN ANOTHER MOVE to induce young 
men to seek Leatherneck careers, the 
Corps instituted the Command Recruit 
Program. Under this plan, an active duty 
enlisted man on leave can earn himself 
a five-day extension if he recruits a new 
Marine. In effect, this makes the entire 
enlisted body of the Corps recruiters, at 
least part time. 

As General Berkeley points out, if first 
termers can be induced to remain in the 
Corps, large savings in the cost of re- 
cruiting can be effected, as well as the 
costs of continually training new 
Marines. 

General Berkeley acknowledged that 
the Marine Corps is having the same 
trouble in its drive to reenlist first 
termers as the other Services. “That,” he 
commented, “is one of the reasons for the 
Cordiner Committee.” The Cordiner Com- 
mittee is considering the possibility or 
recommending pay increases for the 
Armed Services and other legislation and 
internal adjustments which will increase 
career attractiveness. 

Despite admitted difficulties, the Gen- 
eral said that definite progress is being 
made and that he anticipates that the 
Corps “will meet the required figure.” 


Navy Calls For Draft 
Of 300 Doctors In Oct. 


The Defense Department has asked 
the Selective Service System to draft 
300 physicians for the Navy during Oc- 
tober. 

The last call for physicians for the 
Armed Forces was made on 16 May 1956. 
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as of 31 Dec. 1956. 

The number eligible for consideration 
under these criteria is approximately 
2700.

| SAC Has 246 Vacancies 


for Warrant Officers 


Two hundred forty-six warrant officer 
vacancies are awaiting SAC master ser- 
geants with the new cycle of applica- 
tions beginning 1 Oct., according to Lt. 
Col. Hugh B. Vail, USAF, chief, warrant 
officer and airmen division, SAC direc- 
torate of personnel. 

Biggest number of warrant officer 
vacancies in the command rests in the 
long frozen personnel career field. There 
are 51 vacancies in this year’s cycle. 

Next in total vacancies is the supply 
career field with 41. Other career fields 
and the total vacancies in the command 
are: communications center operations 
superintendent, 24; ground radar, 10; 
armament systems, 13; inside wire main- 
tenance, 14; engine, 20; motorized and 
miscellaneous equipment maintenance, 
9; firefighting, 21; food service, 15; 
petroleum supply, 7; administrative, 15; 
and air police, 6. 

“By insuring mandatory promotion 
consideration from grades of W-1 to W-2 
upon completion of 24 months active 
warrant service,” Colonel Vail said, “the 
warrant career field has been made more 
attractive.” 

Although these vacancies are only in 
SAC, specialties are needed AF-wide in 
most AFSCs and all qualified master 
sergeants are urged to apply. Applica- 
tion period closes this year at the date 
prescribed by the unit commander in 
accordance with paragraph 7, AFR 35-27 
and changes to the regulation. 


TAC ‘Flying Boxcars’”’ 
Put on Canal Airlift 


Eight Fairchild C-119 “flying boxcars” 
of the 18th Air Force’s 463d Troop Car- 
rier Wing have arrived in Panama to 
airlift troops and equipment of the 
Caribbean Command. 

The TAC planes, which already have 
conducted airlift operations in support 
of the Army in Alaska, Greenland, Puerto 
tico, Newfoundland and throughout the 
U. S., will remain in the Canal Zone for 
two weeks, assisting in a local training 
exercise. Troops of the 29th Infantry 
Regiment will be airlifted at least five 
different times, along with their trucks, 
trailers, heavy mortars and combat sup- 
plies. 

Last year the Troop Carriers partici- 
pated in Exercise Sagebrush in Louisi- 
ana and one unit served six months in 
Europe during 1955, flying air cargo mis- 
sions in 32 countries.

The Berlin Story. The success of our benevo- 
lent occupation in Berlin (see story on first page 
of this issue) is reflected in many ways and 
demonstrates graphically how much can be ac- 
complished the “American way.” 

THE JOURNAL’s staff reporter visiting there 
cites as example the history of the District of 
Wedding—often called ‘‘Berlin’s toughest neigh- 
borhood.” In 1932, the last election before the 
advent of Hitler, the Communists got 105,000 
votes in that District. In 1946, after getting a 
look at Communism in action, Wedding’s total 
Communist votes dropped to 41,000 or 24 per 
cent of the total. But—in the elections of De- 
cember 1954, after about nine years of observa- 
tion of U.S. occupation, the Communists got only 
7,000 Wedding votes or 4.2 per cent of vhe total. 

West Berlin, our reporter observes, is, because 
of its easy access to those from the east zone, 
really a show window for us to the people of a 
Communist country. A dramatic battle of the 
cold war has been fought, and seemingly won, 
there. The East Berliners visit our area and 
like it. They must carry the story back to their 
neighbors behind the Iron Curtain. 

The conclusion of a trained observer is that 
our occupation has been highly successful and 
that our best course is to stay there—at least until 
a satisfactory solution is reached as to the future 
of that divided city deep within the Soviet area 
which probably means until the time of German 
reunification. 


People Helping People. The 63,000 military 
personnel and their families stationed in the 
Washington, D. C. area welcome and will support 
that community’s first ‘United Givers’ Fund” 
pledge drive, soon to be started. 

Service personnel wherever stationed, at 
home or abroad, are always generous in their aid 
to the charitable and welfare activities of the 
communities in which they live. In any week’s 
issue of THE JOURNAL there are reports of posts, 
stations and bases meeting and exceeding their 
quotas in such fund drives. 

The one and only complaint from the Service 
people and their commanders has been the multi- 
plicity of such campaigns. The Services never do 
anything half-way, so every such drive means the 
setting up of a project office and the establish- 
ment of an effective organization of men and 
women with rallies and collections and closing 
ceremonies. Every such organized campaign sets 
back training activities and means a loss in time 
and effectiveness which must be made up through 
redoubled work in subsequent weeks. 

Why not do it all at once? This has been the 
constant demand. Many establishments have taken 
the situation in hand and organized their own 
single fund drive and divided the resulting collec- 
tions among approved agencies. Other posts, sta- 
tions and bases happily, have come within the 
nearly 900 communities which set up their own 
United Fund drives. 

Now the citizens of the Washington area, who 
have long sought such a unification, have taken the 
problem in hand and the givers themselves have 
organized a joint pledge campaign, operated by 
the givers rather than the agencies. The Govern- 
ment has adopted a current policy of permitting 
only three drives a year, one for the local Com- 
munity Chest, one for the Red Cross, and one for 
the remaining health organizations who have de- 
clined to join in with the others. In Washington’s 
effort the local Red Cross chapters have associ- 
ated themselves with the new United Givers’ 
Fund, so that only two campaigns will be held 
in government offices there this year—a pledge 
campaign for the United Givers’ Fund including 
the Red Cross, and one for these health organi- 
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ideas, and to the elevation of the public service in ail 
its departments.”—From XS ‘.

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zations whose national policies have kept them 
out of the local effort. If Washington’s drive is 
the success its backers think it will be, these 
national organizations most likely will combine 
with the others so that only one drive can be 
held next year. 

It should be understood, of course, that none 


of these drives are to detract from the Servicey 
own internal organizations such as the Army Re 
lief Society and Army Emergency Relief, the 
Navy Relief Society and the Air Force Aid So 
ciety. These are the Armed Forces’ own organi. 
zations and will continue to get the well-merite 
backing of the Service personnel by their ow 
efforts wherever stationed. All are familiar with 
the fine work they do and will continue to give 
them full support. 

But for general community health, welfare and 
character-building agency support, the Service 
welcome the united idea as now being launched 
in Washington.

Reference is made to story on page 
3 of THE JOURNAL of 25 August con- 
cerning 82d Airborne Division, in 
which the statement appears that 
the Air Force requires six weeks 
advance notice of aerial pictures. 

There is no such time require- 
ment in effect for the use of photo- 
graphic reconnaissance unit present- 
ly in Central Europe, and in fact the 
USAF reconnaissance wing as well as 
the other NATO reconnaissance 
forces are as close as a telephone 
for immediate support of army units. 

Recently a request for photo- 
graphic cover from the 33d Field 
Army Hospital, Fontainebleau, 
France, resulted in a reconnaissance 
aircraft overhead about three hours 
later operating from a base in Ger- 
many 175 miles away. 

Adequate Army: liaison represen- 
tation exist at tactical Air Force 
and Reconnaissance Wing to insure 
prompt reconnaissance service by 
high performance aircraft of latest 
design, at any time on short notice, 
subject only to weather limitation. 

I would appreciate publication of 
these comments to prevent possibili- 
ty of wide spread erroneous impres- 
sion that the delays indicated in 
above quoted article exist in Cen- 
tral Europe.

Outstanding Lt. Cols. 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

In naming 60 outstanding lieuten- 
ant colonels for promotion to full 
colonel (temporary) in advance of 
their contemporaries, the Army has 
conferred great honor on these in- 
dividuals. Their records are auspi- 
cious and they would be successful 
individuals of great distinction in 
any profession or occupation. 

However, the effect of this policy 
on other eligible personnel in the 
out-of-zone area is far from salutary. 
Any time a selection is made, those 
not chosen are _ psychologically 
penalized. It should be recognized 
that policies evolved for the benefit 
of a few at the expense of many, are 
unsound. 

The Army’s personnel policies in 
the promotion area have long been 
a source of irritation and disillu- 
sionment. The swing back and forth 
from permanent to temporary (and 
now to distinguished) is frustrating 
to that group of individuals affected 
Moreover, the effect of this Cinder- 
ella-type of selection is likely to 
exert a cynical effect upon the ambi- 
tious, who will henceforth avoid un- 
remunerative areas, where the risk 
of a low OEI exists. We will have 4 
clan of responsibility shirkers and 
sycophants whose drive for persona! 
emoluments will be detrimental to 
the traditional relationship of cam- 
eraderie and altruism in the officer 
corps. Such a system, far from pro 
moting initiative, will have the ef- 
fect of stifling spontaneity, with in- 
dividuals avoiding the risk of ventur- 
ing away from the conservative 
approach, unless under the wing of 
a sponsor of influence. 

I submit that the most feasible 
and appropriate solution would be 
to return to the permanent promo 
tion list and promote therefrom on 
a best-qualified basis in all grades.

pendents or survivors may be entitled as 
a result of the member's active military 
service since 1940, the Army has prepared 
material which covers many (although 
not all) of the provisions of the Social 
Security Act and its amendments, as they 
apply to retired Service personnel. 


Here is the information. 


Amendments to the Social Security 
Act granted free social security military 
wage credits of $160 per month to mili- 
tary personnel for two periods of serv- 
ice: The WWII period from 16 Sept 1940 
to 24 July 1947 and the post-WWII pe- 
riod from 25 July 1947 to 31 Dec. 1956. 
Each is a separate and distinct period, 
although one period immediately follows 
the other. 


If you served on active duty during 
the WWII or post-WWII period, you may 
be eligible for social security military 
wage credits provided it has not been 
determined that a monthly benefit is 
payable to you by the Army or another 
Federal agency based in whole or in 
part on the same period of service. Wage 
credits are not affected by compensation 
or pensions payable by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 

Your retirement payment is considered 
to be based on the WWII or post-WWII 
period if any part of your service in the 
particular period was used to establish 
eligibility for, or to compute the amount 
of, your retired pay. In other words, if 
any of your active service in one of these 
periods was used to make up the mini- 
mum number of years to qualify you for 
retired pay, or was included in the mul- 
tiple of years used to compute the 
amount of your retired pay, you cannot 
be granted wage credits for any service 
in that particular period. 


Here Is Example 


An example may help to clarify this 
restriction. An officer was retired for dis- 
ability on 30 June 1948 with 25 years of 
service and had his retired pay computed 
on percentage of disability. Since he was 
not required to have a minimum amount 
of service for eligibility purposes and the 
retired pay was not computed on years 
of service, at that point he was eligible 
for the wage credits. However, he had 
his retired pay recomputed on years of 
service under the Career Compensation 
Act of 1949. Since his service in the WWII 
and post-WWII periods was included in 
the multiple of years used to recompute 
the retired pay, he became ineligible to 
receive the wage credits. 


Following are the principal categories 
of retired personnel and their eligibility 
for social security military wage credits. 
In determining your proper category, 
you should be guided by the manner in 
which your retired pay is presently com- 
puted. If, for instance, you were original- 
ly retired for physical disability but 
elected to have your retired pay recom- 
puted on the basis of length of service, 
you will find your proper category under 
the heading “Years of Service.” 


le 


Years of Service 


Officer, WO or EM retired with less 
than 29% years active service. Retired 
pay computed on years of service. NOT 
ELIGIBLE: Retired pay is computed on 
all years of service up to 29% years. 
Therefore, all individual’s service in so- 
cial security periods is used in comput- 
ing his retired pay. 

Officer, WO or EM completed 29% 
years active service after 24 July 1947 
and subsequently served on active duty. 
Retired pay computed on years of serv- 
ice. NOT ELIGIBLE: Although the ad- 
ditional period of service is not used in 
computation of retired pay, retired pay 
is computed on a portion of service after 
24 July 1947. 

Officer, WO or EM completed 29% 
years active service prior to 25 July 1947 
and served on active duty during period 
between 25 July 1947 and 31 Dec. 1956, 
and retired under a law which does not 


require a minimum of 30 years active 
service. Retired pay computed on years of 
service. ELIGIBLE: Retired pay is com- 
puted on 29% years service which was 
completed prior to 25 July 1947. Eligible 
for wage credits for period of service 
after 24 July 1947. 

Officer, WO or EM completed 30 years 
active service within six months after 24 
July 1947 and retired under a law which 
requires a minimum of 30 years active 
service. Retired pay computed on years 
of service. NOT ELIGIBLE: Since the 
individual completed 29% years of serv- 
ice before 25 July 1947, the amount of 
his retired pay is not based on service 
after 24 July 1947. However, since the 
entire 30 years of service must be com- 
pleted before he is eligible for retire- 
ment, service after 24 July 1947 is used in 
establishing eligibility for retired pay. 

Officer, WO or EM completed 29% 
years active service prior to 25 July 1947, 
and served on active duty and received 
a promotion during period between 25 
July 1947 and 31 Dec 1956. Retired pay 
computed on years of service. ELIGIBLE: 
Retired pay is computed on years of 
service and on the pay of the individual’s 
advanced grade. It has been previously 
ruled that an increase in retired pay as 
a result of a promotion after 24 July 
1947 is a bar to eligibility for social se- 
curity military wage credits. This ruling 
has been reversed. Applcation previously 
disapproved should be resubmitted. 


Physical Disability 


Officer or WO served on active duty be- 
tween 16 September 1940 and 31 Dec 1956. 
Retired pay computed on percentage of 
disability. ELIGIBLE: Years of service 
not used to establish eligibility for, or to 
compute the amount of, retired pay. 


EM retired before 1 Oct 1949 with no 
more than 20 years active service. Re- 
tired pay computed on percentage of dis- 
ability. NOT ELIGIBLE: Before passage 
of the Career Compensation Act of 1 Oc- 
tober 1949, enlisted persons needed a 
minimum of 20 years active service in or- 
der to be retired for physical disability. 
Therefore, all individual’s service in so- 
cial security periods is used in establish- 
ing his eligibility for retired pay. 

EM retired before 1 Oct 1949 who com- 
pleted 20 years active service after 24 
July 1947 and subsequently served on ac- 
tive duty. Retired pay computed on per- 
centage of disability. NOT ELIGIBLE: 
Although the additional period of serv- 
ice is not used in establishing eligibility 
for retired pay, eligibility for retired pay 
is established by a portion of service 
after 24 July 1947. 

EM retired before 1 Oct 1949 who com- 
pleted 20 years active service before 25 
July 1947 and subsequently served on ac- 
tive duty. Retired pay computed on per- 
centage of disability. ELIGIBLE: Eligi- 
bility for retired pay was established by 
20 years service which was completed 
before 25 July 1947. Eligible for wage 
credits for period of service after 24 July 
1947. 


EM retired after 30 Sept 1949 who 
served on active duty between 16 Sept 
1940 and 31 Dec 1956. Retired pay com- 
puted on percentage of disability. ELI- 
GIBLE: Years of service not used to es- 
tablish eligibility for, or to compute the 
amount of, retired pay. 


World War I Service 


Officer of the Regular Establishment 
with service prior to 12 Nov 1918 and 
active duty service between 16 Sept 1940 
and 31 Dec 1956, who voluntarily retired 
under provisions of Act of 31 July 1935, 
as amended, and whose retired pay was 
not initially computed on years of serv- 
ice or recomputed on years of service 
under Career Compensation Act of 1 
Oct 1949. Retired pay calculated at 75% 
of base pay. ELIGIBLE: Years of service 
not used to establish eligibility for, or to 
compute the amount of, retired pay. Re- 
tired pay calculated at 75% of base pay 
regardless of years of service.

Determine Social Security Entitlement 


Title Ill 


Reservist (officer, WO or EM) with 20 
or more years satisfactory Federal serv- 
ice who has reached age 60, retired under 
the provisions of Title III, Public Law 
810, 80th Congress. NOT ELIGIBLE: 
Both his active and inactive service is 
used in computing the amount of indi- 
vidual’s retired pay. However, individual 
will still receive credit for his earnings 
from civilian work even though -per- 
formed during the period of inactive serv- 
ice which was used in computing his 
Army retired pay. 


Quarters of Coverage 


After determining your eligibility for 
social security military wage credits, 
you can determine the number of quar- 
ters of coverage to which you are en- 
titled. A quarter of coverage is a three- 
month period beginning 1 Jan, 1 April, 1 
July, or 1 Oct—that is, a calendar quar- 
ter. You may credit yourself with one 
quarter of coverage for every calendar 
quarter or part of a calendar quarter 
you served on active duty during the so- 
cial security military wage credits. 

The number of quarters of coverage 
you need to be insured for social security 
benefits varies with the date on which 
you reach age 65 or die. The number will 
range from a minimum of 6 to a maxi- 
mum of 40 quarters. The table below 
shows the total number of quarters of 
coverage you need to be fully insured 
for social security benefits.

If you reach age 65 before 1 Oct 1958 
or die after 31 Mar 1956 and before 1 Oct 
1958, you will be fully insured for social 
security benefits without meeting the 
requirements shown on the above table, 
provided: 

You have earned a quarter of coverage 
for every calendar quarter after 1954 
until you reach age 65 or die; and 

You have earned at least six quarters 
of coverage after 1954. 


You should combine quarters of cover- 
age earned in military and civilian life 
in figuring your total quarters of cover- 
age. If you earned 35 quarters of cover- 
age through your military service and 
become 65 years of age in any year be- 
for 1969, you will have enough quarters 
of coverage to receive social security 
benefits through your military service 
alone. If you become 65 years of age 
after 1968, you will need additional quar- 
ters of coverage from civilian work to 
combine with your 35 quarters earned in 
the service in order to make up the total 
required quarters shown in the table 
above. 


If you earned only three quarters of 
coverage through military service and 
reach the age of 65 in 1971, you need an 
additional 37 quarters of coverage earned 
in civilian life to be qualified to receive 
social security retirement payments. By 
figuring the number of quarters of cov- 


erage you have gained through military 
service and then referring to the above 
table, you can determine the additional 
number of quarters of coverage you 
must earn in civilian life in order to be 
eligible for social security. 


If you have not earned the required 
number of quarters of coverage wpon 
reaching the age of 65, you may con. 
tinue working until requirements are 
met. Suppose you reach the age of 65 in 
March 1964. You will need 26 quarters of 
coverage in order to receive social se- 
curity benefits. If you are entitled to 16 
quarters of coverage through military 
service and 6 quarters of coverage 
through civilian work, you may continue 
working until you have earned 4 more 
quarters of coverage and then be quali- 
fied to receive social security benefits. _ 


ak 


Two Classifications . 


Social security benefits may be divided © 
into two classifications—retirement pay- 
ments and survivors payments. If you 
earned the required number of quarters 
of coverage prior to death, your widow 
and children may qualify for monthly 
benefits. Benefits are payable to children 
under the age of 18 and to the widow 
regardless of her age as long as there is 
a child receiving payments. If there is 
no such child, the widow cannot receive 
benefits until she reaches age 65. In ad- 
dition to her monthly benefits, your 
widow may be entitled to a lump-sum 
payment equal to three times the month- 
ly benefit which would have been pay- 
able to you, but not to exceed $255. If 
you leave no widow, the person who pays 
your burial expenses may be reimbursed 
up to the amount of the lump-sum pay- 
ment. This sum is paid in addition to the 
$150 burial expenses provided by the 
Veterans Administration. 


Detailed information on retirement 
and survivors benefits and many other 
aspects of social security is given in the 
booklet, Your Social Security, OASI-35, 
published by the U. S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. You 
may obtain a copy of this booklet at any 
of the Social Security Administration 
District Offices located throughout the 
country. 


Benefits Not Automatic 


It is important to remember that social 
security benefits are not automatic. You 
or your survivors must file application 
for them. If you are eligible for retire- 
ment payments, you should make appli- 
cation at the nearest social security of- 
fice during the month in which you 
reach the age of 65, but not sooner, since 
no action can be taken on your applica- 
tion until that time. You should also re- 
mind your wife to inquire promptly 
about benefits at the nearest social se- 
curity office, in the event of your death. 


The widows of men who had active 
service after 15 Sept 1940 may be eligible 
for benefits on the basis of that service. 
You may perform a valuable service to 
them by suggesting that they inquire 
about benefits at a social security office 
if they have not already done so. 


Unless you engage in civilian work 
covered by social security, it is not neces- 
sary that you obtain a social security 
card until you apply for benefits. The 
Social Security Administration will not 
make an official determination as to 
whether military service wage credits 
may be granted in your particular case 
until a claim for benefits is filed by you 
at age 65 or by your survivors after your 
death. Its determination will be based on 
the information which the Services will 
furnish at that time concerning your 
service and conditions of retirement. 
However, in the meantime, you may ob- 
tain some helpful advice from the social 
security office on the basis of the informa- 
tion you are able to furnish in these 
matters. 

The Social Security Administration 
District Office nearest your home will 
gladly furnish further information on the 
subject of social security and help you 
in filing your claim at age 65, if you are 
eligible for benefits.

Alexandria, Va., this week -when Col. Julian A.

Through his attorney, the 
Air Force Colonel sued the Government claiming 
that his two-masted sailing yawl hit the 
submerged wreck of the old USS Texas in 
Chesapeake Bay.

CAREER INCENTIVE MEASURES are paying off for

the Armed Forces. Re-enlistment rates have 

more than doubled as a result of the new 
military pay scales, higher re-enlistment bonus 
and other laws designed to enhance military 
service. Career regulars currently are re- 
enlisting at a rate of almost 90 per cent 
compared with 40 per cent in 1954, and the 
re-enlistment rate for personnel completing 
their first enlistment jumped from 10 per cent 
in 1954 to 23 per cent in 1956. 


GENERALLY KNOWN is the fact that the six-month 





death gratuity which is paid to survivors of 
Service personnel also is payable if a member 
or former member dies of a service-connected 
cause within 120 days after his discharge or 
release from active duty or active duty for 
training. In the case of inactive duty training, 
the gratuity is payable if death occurs 

within 120 days and is the result of injury 
received during that training. The payments 

are computed by multiplying by six the total 
monthly pay of the Serviceman (including special 
incentive, hazard, and basic pay but not 
allowances). The minimum is $800 and the 
maximum is $3000. 


SPECIAL STEPS are being taken by the Defense 





Department to make certain that all Service 
personnel are fully informed about their rights 
and obligations under the new Survivor Benefits 
Act. Instead of normal distribution, the 
Services are making use of command channels 

to see that a new insurance pamphlet (The 
Journal, 8 Sept.) gets into the hands of all 
Servicemen as soon as possible. 


AN IMPRESSIVE RECORD was made during the 84th 





Congress by the House Armed Services 
Committee, which was responsible in large 
measure for final enactment of many of the 

new career incentive laws for the Armed 
Forces. The Committee held 134 meetings of its 
full membership, 182 meetings of subcommittees 
and 78 meetings of the Special Subcommittee 
for Investigations. More than 100 bills and 
resolutions were considered during the first 
session and more than 125 during the second 
session, resulting in a total of 116 public 
laws and nine private laws during the Congress. 
Printed hearings of the Committee (112 of 
them) contained more than 9,000 pages of 
testimony. In its final report, the Committee 
states "On the basis of the legislation 
enacted, it is accurate to say that the 84th 
Congress has done more to make a military 
career attractive than any prior Congress in 
the history of the Nation.”

Small Boat Safety 


The Coast Guard has in the mill pro- 
posed regulations which call for safety 
inspections of more than 8,000 small ves- 
sels. 

The regulations, now being printed for 
use as part of the agenda for a public 
hearing at 9:30 a. m., 16 Oct. at the Com- 
merce Department Auditorium, Washing- 
ington, D. C., cover all previously un- 
inspected vessels carrying more than six 
passengers for hire. Vessels in this class 
are chiefly party-fishing motorboats, ex- 
cursion sailboats and ferry barges. 

The proposed rules will specify lifesav- 
ing and firefighting equipment required, 
the number of passengers allowed, and 
crew qualifications. 

In addition, certain requirements of 
construction will apply more rigidly to 
vessels built after 1 July 1957. By setting 
an advance deadline, the Coast Guard is 
allowing time for existing vessels to com- 
ply with the new rules. 

The proposed regulations will fix for 
smaller vessels essentially the same 
standards as those which have been in 
effect a number of years for slightly 
larger vessels. 

The expanded Coast Guard authority 
results from Public Law 519, signed by the 
President on 10 May, and is intended to 
prevent disasters similar to the one which 
took the lives of 14 vacationers last Aug. 
when the schooner Levin J. Marvel 
floundered in the Chesapeake Bay.

be eligible for the benefits provided by 
the Old Age and Survivors Insurance 
(OASI) program of the Social Security 
system on a permanent, contributory 
basis. Service personnel will contribute 
244% of their basic pay under $4,200 per 
year (not including allowances or special 
pay) through payroll deductions. How- 
ever, the deduction should not exceed 
$94.50 a year. 

This provision of the new law ends the 
temporary, Partial coverage heretofore 
extended without cost to Servicemen. 

Social Security will provide a monthly 
income for: 

e A widow with children. 

e Children under age 18, 

e A widow at age 62. 

e Dependent parents. 

e The serviceman himself at age 65. 

The amount of Social Security benefits 
paid to survivors devends upon the “aver- 
age monthly wage” earned. 

EXAMPLE: A man in pay grade E-5, 
with more than 6 and less than 8 years’ 
servic*, dies. He has been making a con- 
tribution to Social Security for only 6 
months, before which, as a member of 
the Armed Forces, he received the gratui- 
tous $160 wage credit. He is survived 
by 2 widow and two children. The 
widow will receive a monthly payment 
of $136 until the older child reaches age 
18, when the payment drops to $108.80. 
It remains at this level until the younger 
child is 18, at which time payment stops. 
Upon reaching the age of 62, the widow 
will begin to receive payments of $54.40 
per month for the rest of her life if she 
does not remarry. 

The Social Security benefits for Serv- 
ice members and their families are sep- 
arate from, and in addition to, military 
retirement pay or any form of compensa- 
tion benefits paid by the V.A. 

A SPECIAL INCENTIVE to make the 
Armed Forces a career is provided by 
the new law, which allows Social Security 
credit to be counted for time spent in 
Service that is also utilized for length- 
of-service retired pay. Previously, such 
time was “dead time” for Social Security 
except for members retired for physical 
disability receiving pay based upon a per- 
centage of disability. 

Social Security provides continuing 
protection, in civilian life as well as dur- 
ing service in the Armed Forces. Take a 
man who enters service at age 20, after 
having worked under Social Security as a 
civilian for two years, Assume he retires 
at age 50, on a 30-year retirement. He then 
takes a civilian job covered by Social Se- 
curity and works until he is 65 years old. 
The old age benefit he draws can be based 
on both his years in service and his years 
as a civilian worker, if he desires. 

HERE’S ANOTHER EXAMPLE: Under 
Public Law 880, 84th Congress, a former 
member of the Armed Forces who be- 
comes totally disabled may begin draw- 
ing Social Security disability benefits at 
age 50 if he qualified under the law and 
if he is not drawing retirement pay or 
VA compensation because of his dis- 
ability. Suppose, for instance, a man is 
separated from active duty after 10 years 
of service. Six months later he is in an 
automobile accident which leaves him 
paralyzed. If he is still totally disabled 
when he reaches 50, he can begin col- 
lecting Social Security disability benefits.

strength.” He added, “Still further ad- 
justments in this direction should be 
possible, with the availability of more 


* advanced weapons.” 


Secretary Wilson said earlier that the 
reported manpower cut of 800,000 is a 
blend of “fact and fiction,” and there has 
been “no recent decision” to cut military 
strength. 

Senator Mansfield told newsmen he is 
not satisfied with this answer and that 
he would like full details on projected 
manpower plans. 

He asked Secretary Wilson to spell out 
any proposals which he now has for the 





next fiscal year which “are not bound 
by reasons of security or secrecy.” 


Here is the complete text of the Sena- 
tor’s letter: 

‘‘Dear Mr. Secretary: 

“Pror to the adjournment of Congress 
there was some talk about an 800,000-man re- 
duction in the armed forces of the United 
States. This proposal—sometimes known as 
the Radford Plan—has received some public- 
ity, and I am sure has caused some appre- 
hension. 

“I would appreciate a statement from you 
as to whether or not there is a proposal in 
the works or a possibility that an 800,000- 
man reduction in the armed services is con- 
templated in the future. I would also appre- 
ciate receiving a breakdown covering the 
size of our armed forces in the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Air Force for the fiscal 
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years 1952, 1953, 1954, 1955, 1956, and 1957, as 
well as any proposals which you may have at 
this time—and are not bound by reasons of 
security or secrecy—for fiscal year 1958. 

“IT would appreciate also knowing, in the 
event a future cut is contemplated, what 
effect it will have on our divisions overseas, 
in Europe and the Far East, and the other 
elements of our armed forces scattered 
throughout the globe. 

‘“‘May I also have in the breakdown for 
armed services for 1957, what the actual 
strength is in divisions and in personnel, and 
what is contemplated in these matters for 
the rest of fiscal year 1957. 

“‘With best personal wishes, I am

ties are reflected throughout his com- 
mand. On the one hand, his troops are 
subjected to carefully devised training 
programs, including six weeks in the 
field each year for each of the three 
battalions, to keep the United States’ 
only occupation forces in fighting shape 
all the time. 

Conscious of the role his men—and 
their families—are playing as repre- 
sentatives of the United States, General 
Dasher says that “our relations with 
the people of Berlin are extremely cor- 
dial, indeed. No one needs to tell these 
people, who remember so well the So- 
viet Blockade, what we are doing here.” 


GENERAL DASHER’S TOP MILI-

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Chief of Staff to General Harris as CG 
of the Berlin Command is Col. O. M. 
Barsanti, USA, a famed soldier who ar- 
rived in Korea the day after the fight- 
ing started there in June 1950. 

The men of the Berlin Command and 
their families are the first to know 
what the current Soviet strategy may 
be—whether the wind blows hot or cold. 

At the moment, the Soviets are play- 
ing an “easy game.” There has been 
little friction here during past weeks, 
though everyone is aware that trouble 
can break out at any time. 

The contemporary Soviet “peace of- 
fensive” was obvious the other Sunday 
when hundreds of West Sector tourists, 
including a number of Americans, were 
obseryed sightseeting at their ease in 
the Stern Zone, Some of them were 
able to photograph Soviet soldiers at 
the Russians’ Garden of Remembrance 
memorial to their war dead. 

But General Dasher and his aides 
take no chances. Radio-equipped Army 
cars visiting the East Sector report to 
a central command post on entering 
and departing the Soviet area. 

Though the Soviets have not created 
any major incidents in recent weeks, 
few in the U. S., British or French sec- 
tors foresee the probability that the 
Russian chief, Maj. Gen. Andrei C. 
Chamov, will resume his Nation’s seat 
on the Allied Kommandatura. 

THE KOMMANDATURA meets once 
a month, with General Dasher repre- 
senting the U. S., Maj. Gen. F. D. Rome 
the British, and General de Division A. 
Geze the French. The Soviet seat has 
been empty since the 1948 “walk-out.” 

To get that vacant seat filled, the 
Russians must agree to approve all ac- 
tions taken in their absence and to give 
up the veto power which they had be- 
fore they left. This, they are not likely 
to do. 

In addition to the meeting of the 
military men, the Civil Deputies of the 
U. S., British and French occupation 
forces confer frequently—at least once 
a week, with Mr. Bernard Guffler of 
the State Department representing 
General Dasher. 

The Russians do participate with the 
Allied Powers at the Civil Safety Cen- 
ter operation and in supervising Span- 
dau Prison, which still houses five 
German war criminals. 

The warden’s post is rotated each 
month. 

Rotation also is used by the U. S., 
British and French in directing the oc- 
cupation of the Western Sector. Gen- 
eral Dasher is responsible for 81 square 
miles and a population of about 1,000,- 
000. The British Sector is 64 square 
miles and the French have 40 square 
miles under their controi. The Soviet 
Sector is 155 square miles, with a pop- 
ulation of 1,200,000. 

The population census changes daily. 
That’s because the Western Sector con- 
tinues to attract about 500 refugees a 
day from Communist control. The peak 
exodus from Eastern Germany reached 
50,000 during the month of February 
1953. 


Included among the refugees now 
coming through the Iron Curtain are 
many men of military age—enough to 
make a battalion of infantry every two 
weeks.

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Governor Stevenson Cites Urgent Need 


To Encourage Trained Men To Reenlist 


Democratic Presidential candidate Ad- 
lai Stevenson believes the “most urgent 
need” of the Armed Forces today “is to 
encourage trained men to re-enlist.” 

In a Los Angeles speech before the 
American ‘Legion, in which he called for 
an end to the draft “at the earliest 
possible moment consistent with the na- 
tional safety,” Governor Stevenson said 
it is clear that there must be a reexamin- 
ation of military strategy and require- 
ments. 

He told the Legionnaires he had 
thought a powerful air force must be the 
first line of defense, but added that the 
United States “cannot afford an un- 
balanced defense establishment.” 

Here are excerpts from Mr. Stevenson’s 
remarks about national defense: 

“While I make no pretenses to special 
competence, I have thought that a power- 
ful strategic air force must be the first 
element in this defense establishment. 
The risk of letting the balance of air and 
atomic power shift against us is one we 
must not run—though unhappily this 
seems to be exactly what is happening 
today. 

“We hope we will never have to use 
this air force. And the stronger it is the 
less likely its use will be. 

“But exclusive reliance on strategic air 
power would seem to mean that we are 
committed to an all-or-nothing strategy. 
The danger in this is that in an emer- 
gency we would be forced to choose 
between appeasement and annihilation— 
between doing nothing and too much— 
with hideous consequences. Yet this ap- 
pears to be exactly the Administration’s 
strategy. 

“While the Republicans say that we 
cannot afford the balanced defense 
establishment which is proposed, I 
would say that we cannot afford an un- 
balanced defense establishment. And I 
insist that the richest and most produc- 
tive country in the world can adequately 
defend itself against the threats posed 
by a country with a third of our produc- 
tive power. 

“IT am not contending that we must 
have a larger defense budget. That is a 
question to be faced and decided after 
the determination of what constitutes a 
balanced defense is made. But the Ameri- 
can people do not yet have the necessary 
facts. We hear only the echoes of the 
bitter controversies and rivalries which 
infect our Armed Forces as they never 
did under civilian Presidents. 

“It is clear that we must rethink the 
problems of military strategy and mili- 
tary requirements in this atomic age. 

“Many military thinkers believe that 
the armies of the future, a future now 
upon us, will employ mobile, technically 
trained and highly professional units, 
equipped with tactical atomic weapons. 
Already it has become apparent that our 
most urgent need is to encourage trained 
men to re-enlist rather than to multiply 
the number of partly trained men as we 
are currently doing. 

“We can now anticipate the possibility 
—hopefully but responsibly—that within 
the forseeable future we can maintain 
the military forces we need without the 
draft. 

“IT want to say two things about this 
prospect: 
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“First, I trust that both parties will 
reject resolutely any thought of playing 
politics with this issue which strikes as 
closely into every American home, as the 
Korean War did in 1952 and is susceptible 
to the same political exploitation. 

“Second, I think it is the national will, 
shared equally by every American — 
candidate or voter, Democrat or Republi- 
can — that the draft be ended at the 
earliest possible moment consistent with 
the national safety. I subscribe with all 
by heart to this purpose.”

The Douglas X-3 “Flying Stiletto,” high 
performance research airplane, has been 
retired. The turbojet flying laboratory 
has been removed from flight status with 


the National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics. 
Following removal of some 1200 lbs 


of specialized instruments and communi- 
cations equipment—the plane’s sole but 
vital payload—it has been returned to 
the Air Force for final disposition.

“Tunnel Hotshot” at AEDC Tests Missiles 
at 11,000 MPH and 15,000 Degrees Temp. 


A new type wind tunnel—capable of 
realistically simulating the 11,000 mile- 
per-hour speeds and 15,000-degree tem- 
peratures predicted for long-range mis- 
siles and aircraft of the future—has been 
placed in operation at the Air Force’s 
Arnold Engineering Development Center, 
Tullahoma, Tenn. 

Still higher speeds and temperatures 


are anticipated for the tunnel in the 
near future. 
Although the tunnel’s test runs last 


only about one-hundredth part of a sec- 
ond, much valuable data has _ been 
achieved by “flights” of precisely scaled 
models of missiles, aircraft or theoretical 
aerodynamic shapes mounted in the 16- 
inch-diameter test section of the hyper- 
sonic tunnel. More than 100 successful 
test runs have already been made with 
this new equipment which represents a 
substantial improvement over devices 
previously used for this type testing. 
The new tunnel, called “Tunnel Hot- 
shot” by the engineers and technicians 
who developed it, is part of the Gas Dy- 
namics Facility at this wind tunnel test 
center of the USAF’s Air Research and 
Development Command. It was designed 
and built by scientists and craftsmen of 
ARO, Inc., operating contractor for the

ARDC Has New Type 
Rubber For Aircraft 


Cooperative research by the Air Force, 
Dow Corning Corp., Peninsula Chem 
Research, Inc., and Purdue University, 


has produced a new material for the 
supersonic planes and missiles of the 
future. 


The new material, a modified silicone 
rubber, was announced by the Dow 
Corning Corporation and the Air Re- 
search and Development Command at a 
meeting of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers in Dayton, Ohio. 

The new silicone rubber is resistant 
to swelling when it comes in contact 
with aircraft fuels, hydraulic fluids and 
petroleum based engine oils. It is a fluor- 
inated silicone rubber and is expected 
to provide increased serviceability, re- 
liability and reduced maintenance of 
many aircraft rubber components. 

It will be used mainly for “O”-rings 
and seals for wheel wells, inspection 
doors, bomb bay doors and for aircraft 
hoses. Limited pilot plant production 
has been ordered to evaluate applications 
of the new material.

This heated air under tremendous pres- 
sure breaks through the thin plastic seal, 
and a stabilized but extremely high speed 
flow of air flashes through a conical 
nozzle. 
of the airstream just before it strikes 
the model which has been mounted in the 
test section. 

Extremely sensitive instruments mea- 
sure the temperature, flow and flight ef- 
fects experienced by the model and re- 
cord them for study by the scientists 
using the tunnel. 

The electrical discharge actually melts 
away portions of the tunnel ducting and 
bits of glowing, molten metal strike the 
model during the latter phases of the 
airflow. However this contamination de- 
velops later than it normally does in 
shock-tube tunnels, and is preceded by 
a longer, more uniform flow in which 
valid test data may be recorded.
